Although we have occasionally dra-wn at- 
tention to the -value of the mining re- 
eouroes of the district,' we would be want- 
ing in our duty as journalists were we to 
el low the present prospects of our Gold- 
fields to pass without remark. It is a 
snlijeot of gratulation to everyone inte- 
rested in the prosperity of our mines, to 
note the determination and energy which 
characterise our gold-producers. Wo find 
in very many instances that the old 
methods of working our mines are gradii- 
ally being abandoned, and the. ideas of 
miners are enlarging, and becoming more 
able to grapple with the difficulties that 
attend the pursuit. The days of indivi- 
dual raining 'with the simple pick, shovel, 
and_ cradle are gone never to return, and 
padually the necessity for improved ira- 
implements h.as forced itself upon the 
the community. The valueof v«ter power 
has been even now so long appreciated 
that one rarely finds slluvi'al mining being 
prosecuted without its aid ; yet how many 
old miners can look back only a few years 
and wonder, the plan of liydraulic power 
■was not earlier utilised. It is not our in- 
tention, however, at the present time, to 
enlarge upon that branch of mining, to do 
justice to which would exceed onr limits. 
Who amongst us haffnot heard a few years 
ago the retnak frequently made that Otago 
would, never be prosperous as a reefing 
country 1 That her hills were too precipi- 
tous j her rock too hard ; the direction of 
reefs unfavourable to auriferous develop- 
ment, and so on, ad nausean, ■ We may 
safely assert the the fallacy of such opi- 
nions has been conclusively demonstrated, 
and in no place more completely than in 
the Cromwell district. ' 

Upon the first discovery of quartz reefs 
in this district, a good deal of tttention 



has been paid to them, from the utter 
absence of any organised system of work- 
ing, the money of the capitalist and the 
labour of the miner were alike wasted, and 
worse than wasted, for these loNses assisted 
to destroy confidence in that clnss of min- 
ing, and those who still fought bravely to 
develop the reefs, were compelled to do so, 
riot only without assistance, but even with 
the disheartening feeling that their labours 
were considered fooli.sh by a large propor- 
tion of the public. Fortunately it is our 
' province to chronicle a complete revulsion 
of opinion upon the value of our quartz 
mines, and nothing but the continued 
energy of the miners has afforded us the 
agreeable task. 

Quartz mining has been on the whole 
slow and unprofitable work (except in rare 
instances), while the mines were being 
worked from the surface by hand labour. 
The yei 7 precipitous nature of the country 
in the locality of the various reefs appears 
peciiliarl-y suited for work by tunnelling, 
and . the greater number of our quartz 
mines are now adopting that. True, 
same doubts may have existed as to the 
value of the reefs at a great depth, but the 
disco veries in the Cromwell Co.'s mine at 
Bendigo, have been sufficient to dispel the 
illusion ; and we find every day reefs, 
which under the old plan of working had 
to be abandoned, are again finding favour. 

We find foremost among the tunnelling 
quartz claims, the Lucknow at Bendigo, 
and as their tunnel advances towards the 
abandoned Aurora, reef, that claim at once 
assumes a value it could never otherwise 
have hoped for. The Lucknow succeeded 
in adding that reef to their property after 
sufficient litigation to satisfy us that it 
is looked upon now as a very. valuable pro- 
perty. We find the Star of the East, the 
Heart of Oak, the Elizabeth, Caledonian, 
arid a host of others prosecuting tunnelling 
work vigorously. In one instance, the 
Heart of Oak, we believe it is intended 
to pierce the hill a distance of 800 feet. 
Last, but not least, we have a new, and 
we may add, gig.antie tunnelling enterprise 
just started at Bendigo, to drive across 
some half-dozen reefs, including the best 
in the district, and at such a depth as, if 
successful, will prove the reefs in that 
locality to a depth hitherto unknown in 
Otago.' This latest enterprise, which was 
only floated last week, was actually rushed, 
and the whole of the shares (some 40,000) 
taken up in a single day. So much for re- 
stored confidence. 

We have in times of depression done our 
utmost to encourage those who laboured 
for the development of our quartz reefs, 
and it affords us pleasure to I* today able to 
congratulate them, and the Province gene- 
rally, upon the healthy and prosperous posi- 
tion occupied by that industry.

The Star begins 
crushing very likely to-morrow, and there is 
every prospect of the oontinuatinn of that much- 
to-he-desired state of affair*,— a dividend after 
each washing-up. The Oak have at least a 
twelveTRonths', — and probably a good deal more, 
—dead work before them, in putting in their big 
tunnel j so that they are not likely to trouble 
the battery for a very long time. 

Sniith’s English and Continental Combi- 
nation Troupe opened last night to a very good 
house in Kidd’s Hall. We have not space for 
such an extended notice as the troupe really de- 
serve. ^ Every member in his or her particular 
lii.e is indeed very good, .and the whole perform- 
ance gave great satisfaction. The ball is not 
high enough to allow of the trapeze feats to he 
seen to advantage, hut what wus done was done 
in the best and neatest of styles. The horizon- 
tal bar performances are very clean, and have 
not been equalled up-conntry.

THE FIREWOOD CREEK. WATER 
QUr.STUJN. • ■ 

Ta Ihe EdiU/r v/ t/ic CroIiIWELL Arocs. 

Sm,— With a view of satisfying myself as to 
whether the quantity of water in Firewood Creek 
would bo anrficient to administer to the wants of 
the people (if Cromwell all tho year round, I re- 
cently paid a visit, in company with a friend, 
(a lonner ro-sideiit of Cromweli, ) to the reservoir 
of the waterworks in Dunedin, which is situated 
ab'iiit 3 n.iles Irom the Chief Post-office, up the 
valley of the Water nf Leith, It is not, how- 
ever, aiip;ilie.l wi h water by the Leith, as it 
lies at a much higher level than tho bsil of that 
stream, but by a small creek, having its rise 
airing tho sirlc of Flagstaff Hill, and running a 
very short distance before it empties itself into 
the reservoir. So insignificant, indeed, is the 
creek, that 1 did not even hear of its having a 
name. The reservoir was fall at the time of our 
visit, end after calling to see the manager, ws 
took the bed (if the creek, with a view of inspect- 
ing is. Vi'e found the stream to be thiee feet iu 
width, and the water three inches (lee.p, and tho 
manager inf irmed ns th.at tho greatest quantity 
in the wettest season of the year di^ot exceed 
six inches bv three feet, while in the dry season 
it ran barely 2^ inches byBfeer. These measure- 
ments are nude ia einooth, sull water, without 
any fall whatever. Onr informant stated that 
the minimum qu.antity of water would not give 
Dunedin an adequ.ate snp'dy, but that the water 
stored made up for the deficiency, and that while 
in the wet season the dam stored 50ft of water, 
in the dry it sometimes had only 25ft in it. He 
also told us that thi.s water kept both pure and 
cool all the year round, although in only an open 
dam. Anyone acquainted with Firewiiod Creek 
cannot do (Tther-wise than admit that these facts 
tell gre.atly in its favour. The (quantity of water 
in the DiuieJiri creek dcrt.ainly ftoes not exceed 
that in our own by inore than a third at the very 
outside, and our facllilies for storing the -water 
are far greater than those of Dunedin. For my 
own part I see no reason why Cromwell shonJd 
not have just as good a supply as Dunedin. We 
shouli^ then all he able to go to bed with a confi- 
dence in the security of our property, and not, as 
at present, with the delightfol uncertainty of 
U( ver knowing when a high fire may sweep all 
the h'iaine,5s places in tho town out of existence.

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THE CEOMWELL, HOSPITAL. 



"NVednesflay last, the 4th inat. , wtis the day 
Bet apart for the ccrcinony of laying the 
foondatlon-stone of the Cromwell District 
Hospital building. The Mayorby adverliso- 
ment bad. called on the inhabitants to keep 
the day as a pnblic holiday, and this request 
was very satisfactorily responded to, all the 
business places in the town being closed, and 
tlie arrival during the ' forenoon of nnmbera 
fwTn tho outskirts giving evidence that the 
holiday was a pretty general one. Notmnch 
stir, however, was manifested nntil about 
noon, when preparaliqns tjegan to be made 
for carrying out Hie business of the day. Tlie 
first step was to organise thcprocession, which 
was appointed to leave the Town-hall at oue 
o’clock. Tlie various Friendly Societies and 
Xndges of the District had b^n invited to 
take part in this procession ; but from one 
cause and another, none hut the Cromwell 
Lodge of the M. U.l, 0.0. F. accepted the 
invitation. Tliia Lodge made a highly credii- 
ahle show, and if the others had turned out 
in anything like similar numbers, a really 
imposing procession would have been formed, 
and one which would have done honour to 
the town and district. As it was, however, 
the procession was but a scanty one. The 
Brass Band headed it, and the bodies repre- 
sented were the Corporation, the Hospital 
Building Committee, and the Oddfellows. 
Banners and flags were there in profusion, 
and the appearance, if not ifiaposing, was at 
least gay and pleasing. An extensive and 
miscellaneoua collection of vehicles and an 
extensive and very miscellaneous collection 
of equines brought up the rear. A good 
sharp walk of about half an hour brought the 
party to the site of the building, which is just 
Tinder the terrace overlooking the raceconrse. 
Here flie Band and the Oddfellows took their 
stand round the platform constructed in 
proximity to the stone which was the object 
of the day’s ceremonials, and the other com- 
ponent parts of the procession began making 
themselvis handy in aelting things in order 
for the grand business of the day. Glasses, 
were brought out, and while the sterner sex 
regaled themselves with “ bailey bree” and 
so forth, the softer were treaty to wines, 
■cordials, and “ ginger-pop.” Presently, 
things having become settled, order was 
called, and Mr G. W. Go.pdgei; proceeded to 
don the apron, appearing to be deeply im- 
pressed with tlie importance of the occasion. 
The platform before alluded to was of rather 
■small extent, and while the ceremony was 
going on and during the speeehifying, tliere 
were several narrow escapes on the part of 
those <m it from sitting down in the heap of 
mortar placed convenient to the stone. That 
such an accident did' not happen! was perhaps 
'Owing more to good luck than good manage- 
ineui ; and it may be here proper to remark 
that a little more trouble miglt well havebeen 
taken to provide some sui'table accommoda- 
dation for the visitors. A long table and 
rough seats might easily ha'’ e been impro- 
vised. by which means mrch more conve- 
nience would have been afforded. 

But all this time we havpleft Mr Goodger 
standing with apron on, reidy, willing, and 
no doubt a little eager to ^et the affair well 
completed. The stone bqng placed in posi- 
tion, Mr James Dawkinsy the Chairman of 
the Building Committee, handed to Mr 
Goodger the plans and sjecificationa of the 
building, which Mr Goodger in turn handed 
to Mr Taylor, the con traitor, expressing the 
liope and belief that he Xould carry out the 
construction in accordaice therewith. Mr 
Colclough, Secretary b the Committee, 
handed Mr Goodger thescrpll containing the 
usual information in refeenceto the building, 
copies of a number of lewapapers, and some 
of the more coramon coins of the realm, 
which were placed in die cavity under the 
stone. Mr Goodger tbn made a few obser- 
vations, explaining thit he was acting in his 
present capacity merty as a proxy for Mr 
Thomas Logan, who had been called to 
Dunedin on importan business. Tlie stone 
was then lowered ido position, and Mr 
Goodger, s.ilver trowe in hand, squared and 
adjusted it, comploti^ the ceremony by de- 
claring the stone wll and thoroughly laid. 
This was of course te signal for cheering, 
and cheers were acordingly given for the 
Cromwell Hospital, nd for Messrs Goodger 
and Logan. The Bsss Band followed with 
“God Save the Qeen.” The Rev. Mr 
Drake said it was a customary thing and 
certainly a very procr thing that the bless- 
ing of the Most Hip should be asked, as a 
fitting termination o the ceremony they had 
just witnessed. H proceeded to deliver a 
very impressive ad well-considered prayer, 
which was revereny listened to, and met at 
its finish with an ivoluntary “Hear, hear" 
from one the byesinders. 

Mr D. A. Jolly the Mayor, now took his 
place on the platirm, and intimated to his 
iieavers that the 'heavy” and more impor- 
tant portion of he business having heeii 
■concluded, toast-cinking would now bo the 
order of the day. And having pi-oposed the 
“Queen and Real Family,” whioh w.as re- 
ceived with everyymptom of enthusiasm and 
loyalty, ho gave 'His Honour the Superin- 
deiit .and the Minhers of the Provincial 
Counoil, cnnnlcc with tlie name of Mr D. 
■MacKellar, M.PJ. fur the Kawaran District.” 
lie said it was fiber contradictory for him 
to prrinosc such jtoast, seeing that it might 
be said to be the ublic wish, and one shortly 
t-i be fnlfUled, bat Provincialism should 
f-iisc ; but whilwe have Provincial rulers, 
h'.t ns do them tl honour they deserve ; and 
c wtainlv all wonl .agree with him in drink 
in;; to the last disc of the toast. Everyone 
nmst admit tliatjr MacKellar had done his 
d I'i.y weH and tprouglily since he had been 
elected (Hear, hir); and perliaps sueh ropre- 



lentativcs as he would do much 16 reconcile 
the people tq Provincialierai ! It was a system 
of government that had done but little for 
the up-conntry distriota, but might not this 
be less the fault of the eystetn than'' of the 
representativea the districta returned under 
it?.'; , ‘ ;;u ;■ .■ ' ;; ■■ ; 

Mr MacKellar, in responding, said he was 
sorry no 'other member of the Council was 
present, and ho was particularly aony the 
Superintendent. was not present, that gentle- 
man taking a Very lively interest in the es- 
tablishment of all charitable iastilutions and 
those of a similar nature to the one tliey were 
met to celebrate the starting of that day. 
He would not keep tliom long, but there was 
just one thing he wished particularly to re- 
mark upon, and to compliment the district 
upon. He referred to the self-reliant spirit 
shown on all occasions by it. . Other districts 
wanted a school, an athenienia, or a hospitaL 
and they petitioned the govemment for aid 
to build them ; but Cromwell set to work 
on its own hook. It did not ask for help ; 
it helped itself. It built the school or athe- 
neeum or hospital ; and asked the Govern- 
ment if it wanted any help afterwards. Hav- 
ing made a few more remarks, Mr MacKellar 
concluded by reiterating .the Lope as ex- 
pressed by Jlr Drake, that by God’s blessing 
the Gnish of the building would be reached 
without atoident to life or U mb. 

Mr James Dawkins, in a few appropriate 
words, proposed the “ Mayor and Corporar 
tion." 

Mr J oily responded. The Conncil, he ex- 
plained, had more connection with the good 
govemment of Hospikd affairs than perhaps 
might appear at first sight, ajid it was a fit- 
ting thing that they should be represented 
there that day. Under their constitution as 
a Board of Health, they were in a manner re- 
sponsible for the health of tlie inliabitants, 
and therefore they had an interest in a 
building such as the present, where in the 
event of an epidemic, patients could be sent, 
and the risk of infection thereby lessened. 

Mr Marsh proposed the “ Commercial and 
Mining Interest,” and this was responded to 
by Messrs Arndt and Crombie, 

Mr Dawkins proposed "Friendly So- 
cieties,” which Mr Crombie responded to. 

Mr Goodger proposed “ The Architect and 
the Contractor,” responded to by Mr .Jolly 
on the Architect’s behalf, and Mr Taylor on 
his own. 

Mr Gilraour, in quite an enthusiastic man- 
ner, gave “The Ladies.” 

Mr R. A. Snook responded in a very happy 
and interesting speech. The ladies found in 
him, he said, if not a brilliant champion, at 
least a willing and hearty one. Iri such an 
assemblage, the ladies would never be for- 
gotten ; to remember the fair sex was a fea- 
ture in the character of every Englishman — 
A 'Voice What about the Irishmen?) — he 
used the term in its extended meaning. But 
beyond the mere reason of gallantry there 
was another why the ladies should be sp'^ially 
remembered and represented on this occasion. 
In all the business of instituting a lios^ital, 
of bringing its establishment in the district 
to a successful issue, their names might not 
and did not appear, on the subscription-lists, 
in the newspapers, and so forth ; but to their 
benign and hidden influence, who could guage 
how much of the success was to be traced ? 
He was not going to discuss whether the 
softer sex should take a more prominent po- 
sition in such affairs as the establishment of 
social and charitable institutions, but their 
influence, he felt sure all ■would agree with 
him, was continually and strongly felt. , Be 
must say he was no admirer of the Dr Mary 
Walkers. Since the time of the “ beloved 
physician,” St. Luke,' it had been man's pro- 
vince to act as physician, and woman’s to act 
as mnae. A grand example of how well fitted 
she was so to act had been placed before them 
as regarded her conduct during the late 
Franco-Prussian war. The wounded of Metz 
and Sedan could bear testimony to the kind 
and tender Services of many a high-born lady. 
And, if a time of danger should come, to 
Cromwell in the future, not from the sword 
bnt from pestilence, — from such an epidemic 
as had raged here so short a time ago, — then 
the Cromwell ladies would nobly play their 
part. So that he thought it was only just 
the Ladies should liave that day been remem- 
bered, and on their behalf he returned thanks 
most heartily for the kind manner of that re- 
membrance, —(Applause. ) 

“ The Cromwell Brass Band" was then 
proposed, and was responded to by Mr Tal- 
boys. 

During the toasts, the Band played a num- 
ber of lively selections. A high and rather 
chilly breeze which reigned detracted greatly 
from any enjoyment of the day’s proceedings, 
and very little time was lost in making a 
start for home again when the affair was over. 

Just before starting, however, a foot race 
was arranged, on somewhat peculiar terms. 
Gentlemen entering were required to deposit 
the sum of 2s, Gd., for a prize to be presented 
by the winner to tlie Hospital ; and they 
were also required to run as tliey stood ; no 
peeling off coats and w.aistcoats or disburthen- 
ing Ilf hats or walking-sticks, Tliere were 
fifteen entries ; the member for the district, 
the Mayor, the Sergeant of Police, the Town 
jlClerk, Municiiial Councillors, and dignitaries 
and nnn-Jlgnitarlea of lesser or greater note. 
A m.agnificent race resulted between tlie 
M.P.C. and the Mayor ; it was almost a 
dead-heat, but the M.P.C. just managed to 
win, the 'Mayor in his excitement sending 
the winner sprawling past the post on Ills 
hands and knees. Some of tlic competitors, 
however, were by no means satlsfiRd with 
this result, and were lieard to declare that 
if they could only have got past some of their 
friends in the rear, the M.P.C. would have 
be?ii quickly put in the shader And despite 



the rather inglorious termination to, jils. vic- 
tory, the' M;P.C. cam6' up all .smiling, .ra- 
ceiviiigthecongratulations of his friends with 
all the equanimity in the world, 'and 'taking, 
great credit to himself fori the maiinefi in 
which he opened out his shoulders and swung 
his arms in front of liis Mayqral contestant. ■ 
'Wo had almost forgotten.to ,say that,,Mr 
Colclongh opened a Subscriptiqu-list on the 
foundation stonej aind the sum of £25 was 
promised. ' ■

Elizabeth Qoartz Mining Company o. Star of 
the E.ist Company. — Complaint of encroach- 
ment upon ground marked off by complainants, 
by defend all ts shifting the pegs of their southeTn 
line 100 feet into Elizabeth ground. 

Mr Wilson for complainants ; Mr Johnston 
for defendants. ■ 

The only witness for the complainants was 
J ohn Towan, mining manager of the ERzabeth 
claim . His evidence was to the effect that on 
March 4, 1874, he marked ont four men’s 
ground between the original Elizabeth and 
Star claims. He put his northern pegs within 
four feet of the centre peg on the southern 
boundary of the St-ar. Once when Williams 
and Cameron, on liehalf of the Star company, 
came to inspect the Elizabeth workings, to see 
that, no ttiidergrouiid encroachment was being 
madeas r g.irded the Starground, there was some 
some reference in convers,ation to the piece of 
ground he had pegged ont. They did not object. 
1 1 his pegs, ■which he showed them, but Wil-' 
liams said he thought the Star pegs were further 
down the hill, bnt he could not then find ttiera. 
T‘:e encroacbmeut complained of took place on 
the 29th of June, when he saw pegs put in 100 
feet within his northern pegs, and these claimed 
to be on the sonthem boundary of the Star. 
These pegs were new, and had not been there 
before. The mining manager of the Star ad- 
mitted putting them there, 

For the ’efence, Thomas Scott, Samuel Wil. 
Hams, and Alexander Cameron were called. 

Thomas Srott knew the ,Starground since it was 
surveye l. The southern boundary of the claim 
was TOO feet within the ground markerl off by 
the Elizibeth, and Mr Towan encroached to this 
extent when he marked of. as stated. ' The Star 
pe.gs were frequently knocked down and carried 
away, but the trenches were always plainly to 

seen. The Oak and Star had been at law con- 
siderably over their boundaries, and he had oc- 
casion to know the boundaries of both claims 
particularly well. He was of opinion that Mr 
Tow n knew the ground weU, The peg which 
Mr Towan took for the ceii tre peg of the Star 
boundary was very likely a tetlierpeg for a horse, 
whioh he rememb^d to have seen ; certainly it 
was not a claim-peg. 

Samuel Willi.ams had been underground mana- 
ger for the Star for two years, and knew their 
ground well. When he went with Cameron to 
survey the Elizabeth workings, Towan asked 
him to show him the Star pegs, and pointing to 
a tether-peg, asked if that was one. Ho told 
Towan the pegs were further down, bnt as it 
was getting dark, they agreed to come next day 
and look^ for them. He went next day, bnt 
Towan did not. The Star pegs were frequently 
down ; there was a slaugiitor-yard in the neigh- 
liourhood, and the cattle interfered with them ; 
besides, firewood was scayce on the Carrick. 
Towan’s pegs were sixty- feet or so within the 
southern boundary line of the Star. 

Alexander Cameron, present minin.g manager 
in the Star claim, gave similar evidence. He 
went occasioually to examine the boundary pegs, 
and when he fonnd them down replaced them, 
Replaced the southern boundary pegs four or 
five rarnths ago. Knew the boundaries well. 
He also eorroliorated Williams’ evidence as to 
what took place when they went to survey the 
Eliz,abeth workings. 

Mr Johnston said this was his case tor the de- 
fence, He submitted the boot was on the other 
leg as regarded encroachment, and asked for a 
dismissal. 

Mr Wilson submitted there had heeii some 
tall swearing. Bnt for the unfortunate circum- 
stance of not being able to bring forward two 
witnesses, Towan’s statement could have been 
incontestably proved to he right. 

The Warden could not understand how this 
matter could not be settled. The Star claim had 
been surveyed, and the northern pegs were un- 
disputed. What, therefore, more easy than to 
me sure from those pegs, and so determine the 
southern bnnndary ? 

The managers of the respective companies each 
entered into an exlaimtion why this manner of 
settlement was not followed ; but the oiilyappi- 
reiit effect was to make confusion worse con- 
founded. 

The dVardon said the Elizabeth Company had 
better take a nonsuit. If other witnesses were 
to be got, a fresh hearing could be h.ad, and »' 
survey ordered at joint expense. He would 
allow costs as follows : 21s, professional coats, 
qftstv of Coart. sna.

The writer, sets ont by adducing Lord' Pal- 
merston’s belief that all plays of Shakespere 
were the work of Lord Bacon, and then pro- 
ceeds tO give-.ft brief analysia of what has 
been written in support of that view. He 
professes to .have aa^his object so to depict 
the extraordinary paradox in its own full 
strength, together with a few borrowed hints, 
which oollaleral investigation has brought to 
light'sinee 1887, that the entire theorv may 
reach the public eye/’ and he pursues his ob- 
ject in the more impartial and candid spirit. 

Bacon was born in London in the 'year 
1561, and remained there during his life j 
while Shakespere, three years behind him, 
was born in Stratford in 1564, and did not 
go to London till 1587, the very time when 
Bacon, complaining of poverty, is iinderatood 
to have resorted to literature for his support. 
Fond of drama, the circumstance of his ac- 
quaintance with Shakespere is easily and 
naturally accounted f.ir. While attending 
the play in the Blackfriars Theatre, he sees 
in Shakespere one who may competently fill 
the post of middleman between him and the 
public. For Bacon to have given forth the 
plays as his own would have been to destroy 
all hU prospects of advancement in the State, 
■ and to detract from the weight of his philo- 
sophy, so great was the contempt in which 
playwrights were held in the virtuous sdx- 
teeuth century. Tliere is thus afforded a 
flufficiently plausible excuse for the conceal- 
ment, and it only remains to take advantage 
•of it. . 

T^e inconsistency between the life and the 
plays of Shakespere has always been a mys- 
tery. Schlegen deems his life a fable ; Cole- 
ridge calls it a “ miracle in sport," and hints 
■at idiocy ; Emerson says he cannot many 
Shnkespere's life to his verse ; and Carlyle, 
finding that his life will not run alongside of 
his plays, duhshira|“au unoaralleled mortal." 
It seems to be pretty well ascertained that 
all the education which Shakespere got was 
■gotten from Stratford Grammar Schord, and 
that the ultimatum of Stratford scholarship 
was attained in the elements of Latin.' It ia 
impossible rationally to reconcile such an 
•education to the supposed result ; for the 
plays of Shakespere demrinstrate a know- 
ledge of everything that man could know. 
Greek, Latin, French, and Italian lore— all 
the arts and sciences, politics, and Court eti- 
quette cr'iiwd upon one another in these plavs 
with , a frequency which shows that , their 
-author had no superficial knowledge, but 
knew all that he touched, from root to top. 
Lawyers say that he must have studied their 
black arts for seven years, medical men as- 
■sert that their destructive secrets could not 
Lave been. learned in a less time, and Bishop 
Wordsworth credits Shakespere with a greater 
knowledge and use of the Bible than can he 
inferred from all the English secular writers 
put together. Ben Jnnsnn has recorded that 
“ the players often mentiniaed it as an honour 
to. Shakespere that in his writings he never 
blotted out a line.” This, taken along with 
■the literary customs of the time, is no small 
evidence that they were copied by Shake- 
.spere from the original. 

The evidence of the intimacy of the writer 
■of the ijhiys with even the ohscnre Grecian 
authors are numerous. The character of 
Lady Macbeth is unmistakably the constfiio- 
tion_ of one whose spirit realised to the full 
the intensity of the Eleotraof Sophocles, and 
the passionate determination of the Medea 
of Euripides. It is even thought by some to 
• contain ideas that must have been drawn 
from the moat ancient productions of the art 
of Italy. ^ ■ ■ . , , 

The circumstantial evidence led by the 
writer in Fraser ia of no small importance. 
We shall content ourselves, however, with 
two of the items of that evidence, as recounted 
in that magazine. “ In the ‘ Advancement,’ 
treating of moral culture, Bacon quotes Aris- 
totle as saying that ‘ young men are not fit 
auditors of moral philosophy, because they 
are not settled from the boiling heat of their 
affections, nor attempered with the time and 
experience.’ In the ‘ Troiliis and Cressida’ 
we have the same thing in these words : — 
Not much 

Unlike ymmg men, whom Aristotle thought 

Unfit to hear moral philosophy. 

The re.asona you allege do more conduce 

To the hot passion of distemper'd blood. 

Til an to make up a free determination 

Twixt right and wrong, 

Spedding (a biographer of Bacon) remarks 
that Aristotle speaks only of ‘political philo- 
sophy/ and that the error of Bacon is followed 
by Shakespere,” 

Another “ singular instance of parallelism 
ocmjrs in Bacon’s ‘ Essay on Gardens’ and the 
'Winter’s Tale.’ Bacon maintained that 
there ‘ might to be gardens for all months of 
the year, in which severally things of beauty 
m.ay be in their season.’ ’’ The same idea is 
found in the ‘ Winter’s Tale.’ “ ‘ Now,' re- 
marks our author (Spedding), ‘the flowers 
named in the cottage scene of the fourth act 
of the ‘ Winter’s Tale’ appear to have been 
drawn from the same calendar, and in about 
the same order as those of the ‘ Essay. ” All 
this, taken in ooninnction with the fact, that 
when Bacon, in 1613, threw off the robes of 
the Judge of the Marshalsea for the weightier 
ones of the Attoimey-General, the pnblica- 
tion of the plays immediately cessed, casts a 
vwry strong suspicion on the disnoimniKit of 
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the- la4t two centuries;-"' In IfilSpBaooir be- 
came indepondeht-of- such j^uxiilpries as the 

a s! might have brought to iiu income ; 

, moreover, bis duties as Attorpey-Gene- 
ral were auQicienUy onerouli to engross 'all hit 
time. On the etlier hand, “ Shakespere was 
in his forty-ninth ye'ar| and in the ftmith of 

his renown.” - 

More than one phrenologist has expressed 
his disapprobation of the Shakesperian head, 
as represented by' the bust in the Parish 
Church at Stratford— the niost authentic one 
extant. It has been described as giving evi- 
dence of no great ideal or intellectual powers, 
but as possessing the insignia of a worthy, 
upright, good-natured' man, a description 
which, if the Baconian theory of Shakespere 
be well founded, entitles the phrenologist to 
more credit than we have hitherto been dis- 
posed' to allow him.' ‘ 

It is difficult to conceive of two men in one 
raca — far less in one generation of the same 
race— possessed of the universal knowledge 
and deep philosopher power which character- 
ise the author of the'playa of Shakespere. It 
was known that Bacon was in possession of 
that knowledge and that power. ' It is clear 
that if they also belonged to Shakespere, he 
came by them miraoulously. > > 

Before long, some one will probably assert 
with vigour the identity of the sage of Strat- 
ford. Meanwhile, he haa the advantage of 
prescriptive possession, of which it may be 
difficult to deprive him. Hitherto we have 
looked upon the sixteenth century as produc- 
ing the Dioscuri of literature, and if now we 
have to give one of them a final burial, we 
shall do it in sorrow, for which we shall be 
sacrificing one whose worst faults were that 
he loved his neighbour's deer, and allowed 
too brief an interval between the first and 
the second entry in his family register, for 
one whose life was thickly interspersed with 
treachery to his friends and to the dignity of 
justice. 



A Lesson for Ladies. 

The story goes that lately at one of those 
elegant country seats that adorn the hanks 
of the Hudson above Newburg there was an 
exodus of the entire body of women servants, 
or, as it might be “more aoothir’ to the 
feelin’s” to describe them, female employees. 
Whether the coachman was unpropitioua, the 
footman false, the mistress— we beg pardon, 
the lady — exacting, or there had been a 
visitation of those woes that so often harrow 
up the Soul of OUT household help, rumour 
does not relate. But whether they went 
away, or were sent away, they departed in a 
body, and left the house without a female 
servant to make a bed or to cook a dinner. 
But the lady, although left without help, 
proved not to be helpless, and showed thatslie 
was mistress not only of the house hut of the 
situation. She had three daughters, one of 
whom was married and gone ; but the other 
two, fine, well-grown young women, were 
still at home. With these she immediately 
held council— such council as Jove waswontto 
hold with the inferior gods— listening be- 
nignly, but deciding finally, the consequence 
of which was that, considering the sore trials 
to which they had all been subject for years 
from the departed damsels and from the 
“ likes of them,” the three ladies undertook 
to do the whole work of the house — not a 
small one. The result astonished them all. 
The daughters worked of course, under the 
instruction and constant supervision of their 
mother. There were men animals within cal! 
to act ■ as hew ers of wood and drawers of 
water, and life at once became unspeakably 
lovely. That may, perhaps, put the change 
rather strongly. But for confusion there was 
order ; for waste, economy ; for slighted 
work, thoroughness ; beds and bed-chambers 
became more attractive to the eye, and satis- 
factory to the body ; the meat was not over- 
roasted ; and all that came from butcher and 
grocer was consumed in otie household, and 
not in three or four. Moreover, the ladies 
were surprised at the shortness of the time 
in which they could get through their work, 
and at the satisfaction they found in its 
cheerful performance. To them, thus en- 
gaged, the married daughter makes a visit ; 
and she, ready at first to compa-ssioiiate their 
helpless condition, soon finds reason to change 
her tone. , After the observation of a day or 
two, she breaks out in a strain of mingled ad- 
miration and reproaeh, complaining to her 
mother that “she had never had any such 
advantages as these, and that, if she had, she 
' would have been able to manage her house- 
' hold very much better.’! She did not deem 
herself fortunate in escaping from home be- 
fore she had been called upon to sweep a 
room or make a pudding ; she saw, she felt 
that she had been wronged by being deprived 
of the instruction and the experience which 
had accidentally fallen to the lot of lier 
younger sisters. We are telling of an incident 
that really occurred,- and, we are sure, with 
substantial adherence to the facts of the case. 
We could point out the house in which all 
this happened ; but setting aside all questions 
of the violation of privacy, we mercifully re- 
frain from causing two estimable and innocent 
young ladies to be besieged by an army of 
marrying men. It would tax the carrying 
capacity of all the railway and steamboat lines 
between New York and Albany to transport 
the masculine mob th.it would throng the 
avenue to their doors . — New York Times.

-■" 'The- Disposal of our Dead. 

IMPOal^T DISCOVSllV BV AN 0T.4Q0 MlDIOAl

The question of the best mods of dis^xMa! 
of our dead has of late been a good deal 
ventilated, and the papers have beeu full of 
“Urematiun,” “ Costiy Punerali,” and the 
like. We are in t position to state, that a 
medical man, for a lung time resident in this 
district, who is much given to occupying his 
spare time with the more scientific details of 
his profession, has made a discovery which, 
when fully perfected and published, will bo 
likely to produce a complete revolution in our 
mode of disposing of our dead. The gentle- 
man we have mentioned has just gone to 
Wellington to patent, his disoovery, and we 
are, therefore, precluded from giving exact 
particulars concerning it. But we may say 
this much, that it consists in the certainty, 
after long experiment, that the gentleman 
has found out a 'combination of chemicals 
perfectly innocuous in its effects upon the 
human body, but when taken habitually 
rendering that body completely soluble 
ill ordinarily pure water, In other words, 
a' person partaking of the oliemicals will get 
his body into such a state that, on being im- 
mersed in water, it will disappear as' quickly 
as would so much sugar or salt. Our doctor 
proposes that each person, in the countries 
where his inventioii may be adopted, shall be 
compelled by law to keep their bodies in the 
state described, and that then, after death, 
they shall be, taken to the sea and cast into 
it as quickly as possible. Salt water it ia 
affirmed, will act as even a better solvent 
than fresh. No doubt the objection to the 
practical adoption of our doctor's discovery 
will arise from the fact that it will render 
washing in, or drinking of, water dangerous, 
and will also make all such accidents as fall- 
ing into water almost instantaneously fatal, 
the remains in the last case being irrecover- 
able, except, perhaps, by the very quick use 
of a spoon. -But the discoverer has a remedy 
fur this state uf things, because he has found 
the presence of aleoliol, even in minute 
quanties, in water will destroy its solvent ef- 
fects upon the prepared bodies ; although, 
strange to say, alcohol in those bodies will 
not prevent their solution. He therefore 
suggests that whenever his suggestion may 
be adopted, it will only be necessary to mix 
spirits in any water that may be required for 
domestic purposes, and to take every pre- 
caution against rain by means of water proofs, 
and cork soled boots. 8o far as accidents 
from falling into water are concerned, lie can- 
not provide against them ; but he puts for- 
ward the assumption that the increased 
danger under the new eirounistauces will 
make people more cautious, and that in ail 
probability there will be fewer and less fatal 
accidents than before. Of course in this 
somewhat imperfect sketch of the new pro- 
cess, we are uinahle to present it in a form 
that will prevent its being objected to by 
many persons, but we may say that as it has 
been explained to iis in all its details, it seems 
to possess large recommendations of simplicity 
and economy, and that when the details which 
we have in confidence been favoured with are 
uhlislied, we make no doubt but that iium- 
erswill view them as favourably as wedo.— 
£ruce fferald. 



TCNBRAL REFOKM IN DUNEDIN. 

The funeral reformers have broken ground. 
On Monday night, a large and influential 
meeting, composed of some of our leading 
citizens, the clergy of the different denomi- 
nations, and a goodly sprinkling of others, 
met and decided upon initiating a Funeral 
Ueform Association. The absolute need of 
immediately effecting a change in the present 
costly and absurd ceremonials which take 
place on the death of any amongst us, was 
.unanimously felt, and a powerful Sub-Com- 
mittee appointed to enquire into and report 
to a future meeting as to the best, cheapest, 
and simplest mode of condnoting interments 
for the future. It really does seem a most 
extraordinary thing that we cannot bury our 
dead without tho accompaniment of the 
wretched and trumpery display for which 
onr funerals are at present conspicuous. 
What on earth is the use of all this “pa- 
geantry of woe;” this “ hired grief ?” — 
Why this waste ; 

These nodding plumes, and this ado 
About a oaro.sse that’s fallen into decay, 
And smells most vilely? 

We freely subscribe to and honour the sen- 
timent tliat dictates the affection and regret 
felt by those from whom a relative or friend 
is taken by the hand of death ; but we can- 
not help thinking that the disembodied 
spirit must feel sorely aggrieved at the foolish 
expenditure incurred at the interment of his 
or her mortal remains — expenditure that, in 
too many cases, alas, sadly diminishes the 
small moans of those on whom the duty of 
burial is cast . — Daily Times.

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Internatioaal Swimming Mati’a. 

The American papers report an latcr- 
niitional Swimming contest for 2000dola. and 
the rt orld’i Oiampinaship, at Pleasure Bay, 
New York, . The “ contestants'’ as they are 
called, were one Johnson, an Englislunau, 
andTrautz, an American ; and, tho distance 
Was three miles. We have only space for the 
close of the contest The struggle was 
now intense, and the excitement great, 
Traiitz swung mit with vigour, and by a 
splendid effort drew ahead of Johnson, amid 
the loud applause of the multitude on the 
water and onshore. Johnson was alsti put- 
ting out his stren.gth, but was appureutly 
only desirous of holding his position, and not 
falling behind at this stage of the race. Once 
more Johnson’s head disappeared from view, 
and his wonderful overhand stroke was seen 
driving him through the water. He rose 
breast to breast with the American. The ex- 
citement was now at its height. Tlie men 
were nearing the dock, and the tliousands of 
people ashore sent up shout after shout in 
response to the cheers of those on the water. 
At this instant, while the men were almost 
on a line, the Englishman aiiddenly let nut 
his enormous reserved strength. Throwing 
himself forward head down, as if he had been 
propelled from a cannon, he shot swiftly past 
the American.' Over went the right arm in a 
succession of strokes, each of which seemed 
to drive the swimmer forward like a steam 
engine. ' Not only past Trautz, but past the 
rowers he shot, and it was evident thrt the 
race was over, ' Oh 1 good morning !’ ‘ That 
settles it 1’ and similar remarks went up on 
every side, and the applause from the water 
and the shore w ere deafening. The American, 
nothing daunied, struggled' gallantly on, and 
as a last chance made a desperate spurt by 
overhand swimming ; but his efforts were ail 
in vain, and it would have taken a steamboat 
to pass Johnson in his wonderful closing 
effort. Over and over went the right hand 
of tho English champion, his body just 
skimming along the surface of the water, and 
his tremendous speed never relaxing till the 
dock was reached. At 5h. 37m, 3Us. Johnson 
passed .the winuing line, having swum the 
distance of three miles in Hi. 15m. 30s. 
Trautz reached tlie dock, Im. B2s. later, 
swimming the distance in Ih. 15m. 22s. The 
swimming of both men was splendid through- 
nut, hut .Johnson is a wonder, and he is ready 
to swim any man in the world a fair racing 
distance." 



The Beecher-Tilton Scandal. 

The New Y oik correspondent of the Mel- 
bourne Argtis his the following pertinent re- 
marks on the Befclier-Tilton scandal What 
is most singular in the whole affair ia the 
state of opinion md morals itdis loses in the 
Plymouth Societ;;— a society in which every- 
thing seems to have centred in preaching, 
while very little ittention has been given to 
practice. M'hile .he great body of the society 
is probably as gmd as the average, some o"f 
its prominent mei show in a curious form in 
tho light of the current investigation. Mr 
Beecher's case is ojnducted by a coimsellor- 
at-!aw, who was tie confidential adviser of 
the notorious Jim Fisk, and he is also the 
secretary of the sodoty. One of the p.arties 
most implicated iuthe testimony is an offi- 
cer of tlie society ntmed Bowen, who, a few 
years since, made hinscif famous by demand- 
ing that Beecher slimld leave the pulpit, be- 
1 cause, as it was theu imported, he had seduced 
i his wife. Another Jarty to the affair is a 
dashing and wealthy.young fish merchant, 
who claims to have feted throughout as a 
peace-maker, and who'ti, in one of his letters, 
.Mr Beecher alludes b in terms of praise 
little shoi-t of blaspliinoiis, hut who now 
seems to have been nomore than a common 
confidant, obstinately hnt on repressing the 
truth. Meanwhile, tlnsociety of Plymouth 
Churohuphold their paspr with blind fidelity, 
and tlieir attitude onljshows how the con- 
gregation of modern tires is getting to be a 
contrivance for supportiq a popular preacher, 
rather than an associatio of men and women 
bent on strengtlmiiing leir own and each 
other’s moral natures, fliis, I fear, is true 
to a very considerable exent in all our Ame- 
rican churches, There ian intense compe- 
tition for “ eloquent” preilier.s, and they ob- 
tain princely salaries. Beecher’s salary 
is 20,000 dol,, ami he ha time left to earn 
by writing and lecturin as much more. 
Now, it so happens in a msority of cases that 
the qualities which tit a Ian to he an elo- 
quent and impassioned piacher, do not fit 
him to he such a teacher ad exemplar .as in 
this work-a-day world inni of na stand in 
need of. Still less do thejfit him to so or- 
ganise and direct a sneietythat its energies 
shall be expended in the dejlopment of self- 
restraint, moderation, rati.'ftl conduct, and 
the modest practice of the injely virtues of 
common life. A “ great” 'ireacher stimu- 
lates the emotions at tlie rif of great reac- 
tion. He inspires and armts, but he does 
little, so far as my observatia goes, towards 
sustaining the hearts and sbngthening the 
wills of his hearers, I v^ much doubt 
whether, in most cases, he aiually raises the 
standard of morality in daillife, and, un-. 
fortunately, that is what wannst need, I 
believe it ia generally imderlood, also, that 
that is what tho Founder of uir religion es- 
sayed to do.
